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BREAKS THE STRIKE,
Conteanctor Stuht  Clears  Eleventh
Street of a Gang of Kickers,

Monduy afternooon Contractors Stulit &
Hamel were compelled to desist from their
work of grading on Eleventh street owing to
the interference of some of the temnsters
who had objected to work at the rate of &
for nlue hours, The lutter constructed o bar-
rier of wagons uorogs the strect, thus pre-
wventing the men who were satisfled to work ab
the wueges offered from doing so.  When  the
contractors appoeared and remonstrated with
this method of procedure, they were jeered
at and made the target for muny clods of
earth, which were thrown by the strikers,
Mr. Stuht immediately went to Chief Scavey,

whom he found in the midst of half 4 dozen
oMceers, inspecting the new head gear to be

worn by thie  police  during the win-
toer. Mr. Stuht stited  his  griev-
ance, how the men  had  assaulted

him und his partner, and  provented them
from continuing their work. He asked for
the assistunce of the police, but it is stated
that the chief sald he had no men to spare,
notwithstanding that several of them wore
stunding wround idle ot that moment; and
further thut the men could not be used un-
less o the event of un active disturbanoe,
As i consequence the contraoctors were com-
pelled to discoutinue their work in the after-
noon,  Yesterdny morning, however, Mr.
Btuht made up his mind toprotect himself,
So, seizing o spoke  he approschoed the

ecrowd and  adformed  them  that ha
wianted to remnye their barrl-
cudes those who were willing
to go to work cimmedintely, cond  thoso

who were not to go to the offiee and get thoie
pay. As hoe said this he spproached the
erowd with his stick, whercupon the kickers
retreated and woere paid, and the olliers im-
medintely resumed work,  Mre, Stuliv foels
indlgnant over the treatment he received
from the chicf of the police.

JUDGE BREWER'S DECISION,

In the Case of the Horse Rallway vs,
The Cable Company.

In the United States district court yesterday
morning Judge Dundy presented the opinion
of the United States Circuit Judge Brewer in
the case of the Omaha Strect Railway com-
pany va, The Omaha Cable Tramway com-
puny. It was o voluminous document, and ro-
quired over one hour in its reading,

The issue is mude by the Street Railway
compuny claiming that it has the exclusive
right to build street railways in the city of
Omnaha.

Judgo Brewer, in his opiuion, supports the
nrisdiction of the fedoral court as against

ho object of the defendant, but denies the

Iitim of the plaintiff to the exclusive vight to
build and operate stroet car lines, except
when propelled by animal power,  Ho holds
that the plaintiff is entitled to ]‘unt COmpen-
sation for any injury it sustains by reason of
the construotion of competing  parvallel lines
on the same street, but does not decido the
vighta of the parties upon streets on
which the defendant 1s now building.

The declsion is not clear as 10 how much
the cable company must pay the street rail-
way company, but it will doubtless be §4,000
per yoar for u period of about thirty years,
Sxactly what the gress amount will be 5 a
muatter yot to bhe determined,

This by no moans disposes of the case, ns a
docree cannot be drawn upon the opinion ol
the clrouit ndge as fled, und the purties are
to be hewrd further upon the selllemenl of
the decrec.
